ers. or supervisor of the roads 
department are on the.receiving 
end* of complaints about roads. 


Today the situation. was re- 


versed when Harry T. Skclly, 
roads, iuperyisor; informed the 
commissioners that' farmers 'or 
orchardists-in .three areas, arc 
damaging hardsurfaccd roads by 
driving heavy crawler tractors 
Across them. 


Skclly said'such Instances have 


occurred, on Williams Road at 
two places; on. Moore's Hollow 
Road and on Frog Hollow Road 
a. Eckhart.' The metal parts of 
the crawler device gouges out 
large amounts of macadam when 
driven across roadway from one 
field to another, Skelly said. . 


He suggests that farmers or 


orchardists, as the case may be, 
should lay planking so that the 
roads will be protected. 
Skelly 


estimates the crawler tractors he 
was referring to weigh about five 
tons each. 


The roads official also said 


there have been some cases of 
persons digging ditches across 
county roads, both paved and 
unpaved, while, having pipes in- 
stalled to dwellings. The county 
has a law which provides that 
any such digging must be done 
u»;dcr permit from the county 
roads 
department and bonds 


furnished so that the' county has 
a guarantee that the roadway 
tull be replaced properly.

healthy bodies— it is "not unlike 
the fact that more cars, better 
roads, and more horsepower pro- 
duce more car accidents." . 


Korner Has Theory 


The theory is that of Dr. Ija 


N. Korner, associate .professor 
ofj 


psychiatry ' at the University of 
Utah. The nub of the theory is 
that mental health and mental 
illness are not at. opposite ends 
of a straight line, no matter how 
logical it seems and no matter 
how many authorities believe it 
has to be so. 


Rather there are two straight 


lines, Korner theprized. At oppo- 
site ends of one are 
mental 


health and "mental injury." At 
opposite ends of. the other are 
"susceptibility to mental illness" 
and "mental illness." "Mental in- 
jury" can happen to anyone, just 
,ike physicai injury.
